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Supes freeze hiring with 
budget full of ‘unknowns’

HUMBOLDT —- At a time 
when Humboldt County super- 
visors usually approve a budget, 
they instead approved a three- 
month delay with an interim hir- 
ing freeze. 

The Board of Supervisors re- 
viewed a tentative $155 million 
budget at its June 28 meeting. 

With spending and balances 
reports for three fiscal years still 
pending, the board agreed with a 
staff recommendation to bump 
budget approval to late Septem- 


ber and hold off on any new hir- 
ing until then. 

It’s the latest turn in an ongo- 
ing situation related to an elect- 
ed official, Auditor-Controller 
Karen Paz Dominguez, who was 
sued by the county for failing to 
carry out her job duties. 

Paz Dominguez was handily 
defeated by Cheryl Dillingham in 
the June 7 election. And as part 
of a settlement of the lawsuit, 
Paz Dominguez resigned on July 


1 (see page 4).

ARCATA — The Planning Commis- 
sion last week considered the hous- 
ing chapter of the Gateway Area Plan 
(GAP). The GAP is one element in the 
General Plan 2045, currently being 
updated from the General Plan 2020. 

The plan, says a staff report, pro- 
vides the policy framework for a vi- 
brant, mixed-use, mixed-income, 
high-quality, high-density series of 
neighborhoods over time, in this case 
for the 138-acre GAP, located west of 
the Plaza. Upcoming meetings will 
discuss its design, historic, land use, 
infrastructure, public safety, circu- 
lation, recreation, health, EIR and 
growth management aspects. 

Community Development Direc-

tor David Loya reviewed timelines for 
the General Plan update. The update 
is fueled in part by three grants, with 
deadlines looming. Commissioners 
generally agreed that the Planco is 
getting “bogged down” in minutia and 
ought to expedite the process with 
concurrent General Plan/GAP hear- 
ings, but to take the time necessary to 
get it right and not be wholly driven 
by deadlines. 

Commissioner John Barstow was 
concerned that incentives for own- 
er-occupied affordable and high-den- 
sity housing could violate planned 
form-based code constraints, and 
ought to trigger discretionary review. 
Referring to a development standards 
chart in the GAP, Loya said that high- 
er densities forego reviews in order to 


allow developers to spend on ameni- 
ties and capacity rather than process. 
It’s a method, he said, to bring about 
the more affordable housing, as inclu- 
sionary zoning once did. 
Commissioner Kimberley White 
wondered whether density equates 
to affordability. Loya said that while 
specifics are yet to be determined, 
those values have to be balanced with 
a project’s feasibility for developers. 
White asked about a policy for 
“re-housing” of “displaced residents” 
and wondered whether that refers to 
eminent domain. Loya said it “isn’t 
anything remotely related to emi- 
nent domain,” but rather offers a 
“public-private partnership whereby 
the city is doing right by private res-

The lithography process re- 
verses the image so a bunch 
of railroad buffs got on my 
case. The engine is not sym- 
metrical and it has different 
details on either side.” 


That lithograph shows 
up once in a while on art 
collector websites. 

But collectors of T-shirts 
and all things Blue Lake 
will be happy to see the new 
shirts with Spanking Fury 
shown perfectly. 

“We flipped it back so it 
shows it properly,” Filbey 
said. “We had to change 
the number seven so it read 
correctly.” 

Annie & Mary Day is 
named for two railroad em- 
ployees, Annie Carroll and 
Mary Buckley, who worked 
at the Korbel station and 
the Arcata depot in 1907. 
Because their names start- 
ed with the same initials as 
the railroad’s name, it was 
called the Annie & Mary 
Railroad. Look for the mod- 
ern day Annie and Mary in 
the parade this year.

Lake’s Railroad Avenue 
and the parade snakes 
around town.

Humboldt cashes out KPD

HUMBOLDT -— The County of Humboldt last week 
executed a separation agreement with current Audi- 
tor-Controller Karen Paz Dominguez stating Ms. Paz 
Dominguez is resigning effective July 1. Per the Board of 
Supervisors action on Tuesday, the Board has appointed 
Auditor-Controller-elect Cheryl Dillingham to serve as 
interim Auditor-Controller effective upon resignation. 

Notable terms of the separation agreement include: 

¢ Agreement of Ms. Paz Domin- 
guez to facilitate a smooth transition 
and cooperate with any appointed 
Auditor-Controller who succeeds her 
through Jan. 2, 2023. 

¢ Compensation paid to Ms. 
Paz Dominguez in the amount of 
$92,368.32, comprised of her salary 
through Jan. 2, 2023, payments in 
lieu of insurance benefits, and a flat 
amount of $15,000. 

¢ The county will pay for reason- 
able attorney fees she incurred related to the State of 
California’s case (CV 2200584) against Ms. Paz Domin- 
guez and fees of $13,254.85 she incurred with respect to 
Humboldt Superior Court Case CV 2001430. 

¢ The county will dismiss its cross complaint against 
Ms. Paz Dominguez in the above-referenced State of Cali- 
fornia case, and will defend and indemnify her in the case. 

¢ Should the City of Eureka sue the county and Ms. Paz 
Dominguez for failure to distribute when due property 
taxes for Fiscal Year 2021-22, the county will defend and 
indemnify her in that suit, and any other suit against her 
arising in the course and scope of her service. As it relates 
to this matter, the county is poised to execute a tolling 
agreement with the anticipation of avoiding litigation. 

Per the Board’s action, the separation agreement and 
appointment will return to the Board at its next available 
meeting, likely July 12, for final approval. 

Going forward, Ms. Dillingham is scheduled to be- 
gin serving next week. The county appreciates Ms. Paz 
Dominguez’s cooperation with this transition.

supply or driveways that are long, narrow, or difficult for 
fire apparatus turn-around.

Fourth of July weekend 
and I’m happy to report 
that there has 
not been a rush 
of animals arriv- 
ing at the shelter. 
We worry about 
an influx of loose 
animals every 
time there is a 
three-day _ holi- 
day, especially 
when it’s a scary 
one for pets, but 
pet owners seem to be in- 
creasingly more careful 
around the Fourth of July 
which is great! Recent dog 
adoptions have left a little 
open kennel space if it is 
needed once fireworks be- 
gin. 

The dogs in today’s col- 
umn are looking for medi- 
cal fosters. Perhaps some 
of you have a little time 
this summer to help out 
a dog that needs a place 
to recuperate from  vet- 
erinary treatment. These 
pups could use about two 
months of care. 

First up is Bentley. Bent- 
ley is in our Adoptables sec- 
tion where he is walked by 
the volunteers. You can tell 
it's Bentley coming down 
the road when you see his 
happy tail wagging away! 
Bentley is just under a year 
and a nice size at about 45 
pounds. He likes his walk, 
is friendly with other dogs 
and loves playtime in the 
yard or our inside play- 


iE writing this in the 


room. 

Bentley was recently cho- 
sen to be the demo dog for 
a volunteer orientation and 
he enjoyed meet- 
ing the new folks 
and showing off 
his eagerness to 
learn. Bentley 
tested positive 
for heartworm 
when he arrived 
at the shelter and 
needs to have 
that treated so 
that he can go 


forward to live his best life. 
Heartworm treatment in- 
volves some enforced qui- 
et time while the parasites 
die off in the dog’s system. 


Fortunately, cuddling up 
is another skill in Bentley’s 
repertoire! 

Bentley will be able to 
play while he finishes his 
pre-treatment of antibiot- 
ics and prednisone. Once 


the actual heartworm treat- 
ment is administered, he 
will have to curtail his ac- 
tivities and stay very calm. 
He will be limited to slow, 
leashed walks for about 
a month. We can provide 
supplies to assist with the 
quiet time such as toys and 
a crate. 

All veterinary expenses 
are covered by the shelter’s 
Emergency Medical Fund. 
Fosters are always offered 
the opportunity to adopt 
their charges but are under 


no obligation to do so. Fos- 
tering is a great way to help 
a dog in need without mak- 
ing a lifetime commitment. 

Our other dog in need of 
a medical foster is Grace. 
Grace came in with a dou- 
ble whammy. She was so 
emaciated on arrival that 
we weren’t sure if she 
would survive. This one has 
a strong will to live and was 


showing improvement in 
just a few days. Now she is 
waiting at the door of her 
kennel when we walk by 
and is happy to see every- 
one! 

Grace is still putting on 
weight but is now strong 
enough to engage in regu- 
lar dog activities. Unfortu- 
nately, she also tested posi- 
tive for heartworm once the 
test could be performed. In 
Grace’s case, she already as 
some experience of staying 
quiet as she will need a sim- 
ilar routine to Bentley as she 
goes through her treatment. 
Grace is a young female of 
a medium size. She will be 
happy to deliver wags and 
cuddles in exchange for a 
nice place to recover.

led to the creation and retention of 
jobs. A total of $524,000 in Head- 
waters grants were awarded to var- 
ious local businesses, spurring the 
creation of 34 new jobs and reten- 
tion of 98 jobs. 

The Headwaters Fund began 
in 1999 with $18 million in fund- 
ing, part of a settlement with the 
federal government following the 
Headwaters forest sale and preser- 
vation. 

At the supervisors meeting, 
Logan Ashworth of the county’s 
Economic Development Division 
reported that the fund total as of 
2019-20 was $12.2 million but 
$4.8 million in loan repayments is 
pending. 

“(The total) represents funds 
that are available because that’s 
what we can ensure,” he told su- 
pervisors. 

The fund total for the 2020-21 
fiscal year is unknown due to ongo- 
ing issues with incomplete finan- 
cial accounting. 

Headwaters grants during the 
two year period included $11,475 
to the City of Blue Lake for its cre- 
ation of a Central Town Square, 


which is described in the report as 
a place “for residents to congregate 
and engage in community events.” 
The project was delayed due to 
the pandemic but is now 90 percent 
done. According to the report, the 
city and its chamber of commerce 
are working “to facilitate on-go- 
ing programming and marketing 
efforts to enhance the downtown 
experience and the development of 
additional businesses in the area.” 
The county’s Harbor District 
was awarded about $19,000 for 
work related to renovation and ex- 
pansion of its main dock and Hum- 
boldt NeuroHealth Therapeutic 
Services, a Partnership HealthPlan 
of California mental health facility, 
got $34,321 toward staff hiring that 
led to a 67-patient increase and the 
opening of a new facility in Arcata. 
Ryan Heitz of the Economic 
Development Division said the re- 
port’s been delayed because “the 
last couple of years have been pret- 
ty troubling for all of the economy 
and we’ve been pretty dedicated to 
a lot of other tasks.” 
He said a report on the fiscal 
year that ended on June 30 will be 
presented this fall.

idents” if landlords make GAP-allowed 
development decisions that compel 
them to move. 

Chair Julie Vaissade-Elcock asked 
about the lack of a maximum density re- 
quirement, saying “I don’t feel like that’s 
what the public wants.” Loya said the 
policy is driven by “market solutions” for 
maximizing housing density rather than 
specifying unit limits. Vaissade-Elcock 
also urged addition of language encour- 
aging mixed-income buildings rather 
than just mixed-income neighborhoods. 
“That’s an easy change,” Loya said. 

Gateway activist and arcatal.com 
proprietor Fred Weis said that “insatia- 
ble” housing demand won't be satisfied 
by mere increases in housing supply, 
and that numbers of affordable units 
should be specified. He urged that the 
city “do something bold” to create af- 
fordable housing. 

Matt Simmons of the Redwood Co- 
alition for Climate and Environmental 
Responsibility disagreed. He said the 
Gateway Plan as drafted stresses social 
justice and sustainability, will increase 
housing and improve affordability, and 
to expedite its adoption. “Let’s keep this 
plan moving forward because we des- 
perately need this housing. Density is 
essential for our climate goals.” 


Budget | Three years of missing records halts hiring

1 but it will take a few months to figure 
out where the county is with its financ- 
es. 
“This budget is a placeholder right 
now and it’s very intentionally devel- 
oped to allow the county to be nim- 
ble,” said County Administrative Offi- 
cer Elishia Hayes. 

Accounting for the last three fiscal 
years has yet to be completed. “There 
are a significant amount of unknowns 
that makes it very difficult for my de- 
partment to solidify a budget,” Hayes 
said. 

With the uncertainties, it’s pos- 
sible the county could “find out that 
we have far less funds that we need to 
balance the budget,” she continued. 

Chief Financial Officer Tabitha 
Miller told supervisors a hiring freeze 
is necessary to avoid taking on new 
staff that the county may not actually 
be able to afford. 

“The fear is hiring employees today 
or even after July 1 and then realizing 
that our financial position is not what 
we think it is and then having to turn 
around and having to lay off or reduce 
work force,” she said. 

But she added, “Our hope is we'll 
bring back better information and 
better news.” 

Staff considered to be “essential” 
are exempted from the freeze. 

Supervisor Michelle Bushnell em- 


phasized the importance of plan- 
ning staff and Public Defender Luke 
Brownfield said his office takes on 
about 350 cases a year and has vacan- 
cies that need to be filled. 

Hayes’ office will make the calls on 
whether positions are essential or not. 

For now, the county budget is a 
question mark. 

“When we tell you we don’t know 
how much money we have, that is 
very serious and somewhat dire,” 
Hayes said. “We don’t know — we 
don’t know if we have $30 million in 
the bank or if we’re negative $30 mil- 
lion in the bank.” 

In September, her staff will be able 
to “come to your board with a better 
understanding of where we are at 
with our financial position,” she con- 
tinued. 

Public hearings on the budget are 
scheduled for September 12, with fi- 
nal adoption on September 27. 

There is $9.3 million of addition- 
al general fund spending requests for 
the fiscal year. 

During a public comment period, 
Lisa Dugan, a member of the McKin- 
leyville Municipal Advisory Com- 
mittee McKMAC), vouched for the 
committee’s request for $5,000 to 
support the group’s work. 

The request isn’t among those rec- 
ommended for funding. Dugan said 
the money will pay for transitioning 


from teleconferenced meetings to hy- 
brid in-person/remote meetings. 

“This is an important time in the 
history of McKinleyville, there are 
significant changes being planned 
for our community,” she said, citing 
town center planning, alternative 
transportation development and “the 
potential for incorporation and what- 
ever else might crop up as a result of 
expected population increase.” 

Fifth District Supervisor Steve Ma- 
drone supported the McKMAC’s re- 
quest, saying the amount is “a drop in 
the bucket” and a “very small invest- 
ment” in a committee that’s done im- 
portant work. 

He also backed up the Orick Vol- 
unteer Fire Department’s request for 
$5,500 to remove an inoperative si- 
ren pole that’s in the way of its new 
fire station construction project. 

That one’s also not recommend- 
ed for funding but Madrone said the 
pole removal is “our responsibility, 
not theirs.” 

Bushnell said that with the hiring 
freeze, she’s not supportive of ap- 
proving additional funding requests 
at this point. 

Her motion to approve the bud- 
get delay with the freeze was unani- 
mously approved. Both Bushnell and 
Madrone, who seconded the motion, 
said they advanced the motion “with 
reluctance.”

Trinity River varieties such 
as Osprey Chardonnay, a 
Sparkling Rosé, and Coho 
Red, a Merlot blend and 
Old Growth varieties such 
as Viognier, a white, and 
the OG Experience, a red 
blend, are available at the 
Beer Garden. (Note: these 
offerings are subject to 
change.) 

And Wine Wednesdays 
now feature a different lo- 
cal winemaker every week 
of the 2022 season. 

Crab Gab caught up with 
the folks from Old 
Growth Cellars 
who were pour- 
ing their wines 
by third base last 
week. 

Jim Pastori is 
the owner and 
winemaker for 
Old Growth who 
also has a Crabs 
connection. His 
grandfather, Reco Pasto- 
ri, was one of the original 
Crabs, playing along side 
his friend, Lou Bonomini, 
founder of the Crabs. 

“He and Lou were best 
friends,” Pastori said, “ 
they grew up together and 
hunted and fished togeth- 
er.” 

Pastori owned “a couple

and started making 
wine in 1999 with 
his friend, Steve 
Garrett. 

Garrett was a re- 
tired science teach- 
er who has since 
died.

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‘Work from home’ scam on Facebook 


HCSO 

HUMBOLDT - The 
Humboldt County Sher- 
iffs Office has recently re- 
ceived reports of a “work 
from home” job offer scam 
targeting our community. 

A local Facebook group 
advertised a remote posi- 
tion with the company Mi- 
roculus. The original post- 
er falsely identified as an 
executive with the compa- 
ny and even conducted an 
interview with the report- 
ing party prior to offering 
them the position. The 
scammer advised the re- 
porting party to purchase 
a newer-model iPhone and 
send it to them in order to 
“install software to allow 
for the remote work.” 

Take caution and ful- 
ly vet job openings before 
submitting personal infor- 
mation. Keep an eye out 
for these red flags: 

¢ The job is too good to 
be true: The job offers high 
pay for little or no work. 

¢ There is little infor- 
mation on the company 
online. 

¢ A second contact can- 
not confirm the legitimacy 
of the job offer: Call the 
company’s HR department 
to make sure that they re- 
ally did send you the offer 
or really do have that job 
opening. 

¢ There are warnings 
online: Always research 
the company and reviews 
before submitting infor- 
mation. 

¢ You're required to pay 
upfront for training, certi- 
fications, directories, ma- 
terials, or equipment. 

The employer commu- 
nicates poorly: Commu- 
nication with a legitimate 
employer should not con- 
tain spelling and grammar 
errors or exhibit unprofes- 
sional behavior. 

The job offer comes 
from an unfamiliar email 
address not associated 
with the company: A le- 
gitimate job recruitment 
email will most likely come 


from an email address from 
the specific company. 

¢ The company wants you 
to apply through Facebook or 
in an unusual way: Most ma- 
jor companies will list their job 
openings in the “Careers” sec- 
tion of their website. If the po- 
sition is not listed on the com- 


pany’s site, it may be a scam. 
If you believe you have 
been exploited by a work 
from home job scam, you 
can file a complaint with the 
FTC online or by calling (877) 
382-4357. You can also re- 
port the scam to the Califor- 
nia Attorney General’s Office.

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s many know, Frank Lloyd 
Awe was the first ar- 

chitect to come up with 
a completely original American 
house style. His Prairie House, 
appearing in the last decade of the 
19th century, used the mass plan 
form, but that is about the only 
thing “traditional” you can say 
about it. For what Wright pulled 
off in the Prairie House with its 
low-pitched roof, extra-wide 
eaves and walled-off front facade 
did not echo European styles in 
the least. This visionary architect 
found a way to express the solid- 
ity, dignity and beauty of a home 
for an American lifestyle on its 
own terms, that is, if you hap- 
pened to be of the upper middle 
class. 

When he came to offer his Uso- 
nian house design in 1937 for the 
middle and working-class Ameri- 
cans, Wright wanted to make that 
house style beautiful and original 
as well. It was to be a much small- 
er home, and cheaper to build 
than the Prairie House. So, how 
would Wright achieve this? By 
sacrificing, where he had to, utili- 
ty for beauty. The Usonian House, 
for example, didn’t come with a 
garage, only a carport and very 
little closet space. It made up for 
these apparent flaws by installing 
lots of floor-to-ceiling glass on the 
back side, which effectively made 
the outside with its gardens and 
lawn, “features” of the house sug- 
gesting additional personal space. 
The indoors and the outdoors be- 
came fully integrated in Wright’s 
Usonian design. He was the first 
architect to do this. 

The Craftsman Style, by com- 
parison, appearing just after the 
turn of the century, was also an 
original American style. Deriving 
from the Arts and Crafts move- 
ment in England in the late 19th 
century, it did not turn its back on 
European house styles as Wright’s 
houses did. With its distinct front 
porch, a clearly defined entry, 
double-hung multi-lite wood win- 
dows, a roof form that allowed an 
attic, it managed to offer beauty 
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The I-House today 


as well as utility. Its integrated 
design details, the turned rafter 
tails, exposed beams and stout 
knee braces expressed ifs struc- 
ture. The Craftsman House was 
the most popular house built in 
America in the first 20 years of 
the century. 

One wonders why Americans 
embraced the Craftsman House 
while the Usonian style house, 
which came later, did not take (al- 
though the Contemporary House, 
beginning in the mid- 
1940s was derived out 
the Usonian House. and 
did become very popu- 
lar in the U.S. through 
the 1950s and ’60s.) 

As already pointed 
out, the Usonian house 
was open in the rear, 
while in front, its public 
side, was closed off for 
privacy. During one’s 
first encounter with a 
Usonian House, when 
standing outside on the 
curb looking at it, there seems to 
be something unfriendly about it 
with its low, angled roof and win- 
dowless walls. Is it too geomet- 
rical? Too long and slanted and 
fort-like in its presentation? The 
Craftsman house, by comparison, 
sitting squarely on its site, with its 
matching gables facing the street 
like arched eyebrows, seems more 
inviting. It’s “face” (the front ele- 
vation) looked more friendly than 
the Usonian. 

Did the Craftsman style appeal 
more readily to American taste be- 
cause the style nodded to the past 
without exactly copying it, giving 
its occupant a sense of continuity 
with history, while the Usonian 
House in typical Wright fashion, 
turned its back on the past? 

I don’t know, perhaps that’s’ it. 
I know when it came time for me 
to build my own house, I turned 
in the direction of history, name- 
ly to the I-house form, a basic

one-room deep, two-story wood 
house. 

The I-house values seemed to 
me to be these: 

1. a singular expression of good 
proportion both horizontally and 
vertically, with a nicely pitched 
gable roof. 

2. a tested form with its sim- 
ple lines and unified shape while 
also remaining open to embellish- 
ment. 

3. a promise of domestic 
warmth with its brick 
chimney climbing up a 
side gable. 

4. abundant utility 
assured by its long pop- 
ularity in England and 
America. 

While the Craftsman 
house struck me as a 
bit rigid and dated, and 
I didn’t much care for 
the Contemporary style, 
the I-house, originally 
an English folk house, 
offered just what I was 
looking for, a wealth of history, 
without exactly evoking a specif- 
ic period. The Craftsman House 
came into being out of a distaste 
of machine culture, of industrial- 
ism and mass production, two of 
the signature developments of the 
time. The Prairie House as well 
was a reaction to history in its re- 
coil from European house styles, 
particularly the Victorian, with its 
excessive, tacked-on ornamenta- 
tion and abundant, often frivo- 
lous, detailing. 

The I-house, preceding the 
Industrial Revolution, was not a 
reaction to that movement, since 
its values had already been prov- 
en. Beginning with the post-Me- 
dieval I-house of 17th century in 
New England, the form continued 
to be popular all the way through 
the early 20th century, spreading 
throughout all parts of America 
As a “pre-industrial revolution” 
house form, it did not need to 


a 


FOR EXAMPLE An I-House, built 
in 1877.

ViA DANIEL DUNCAN 
answer to it, and its simple lines 
proved to be amenable to stylistic 
detailing to fit the changing times. 

The 846 I-house that I built in 
1991 in Arcata (our town has plen- 
ty of them from the Settlement 
Period) is hardly a pure form, 
however, due to it being a little 
wider than a typical I-house. Also, 
it offers extra broad eaves which 
seem to express a Prairie-like roof 
element, adding a fanciful touch 
to a traditional 6/12 gable roof 
form with returns. 

This feature took me a long 
time to get used to and to accept. 
As a carpenter, I was not particu- 
larly attracted to fancy detailing. 
Not only that, but the overly-wide 
roof returns were difficult to fab- 
ricate, and the house had 14 of 
them. As I labored on these exten- 
sions, working practically upside 
down on a ladder 25 feet in the 
air for over a week (I topped out 
at two a day) I quietly cursed the 
architect throughout the process. 
Why did I approve this grandiose 
detail—I kept asking myself—on a 
perfectly good traditional house 
plan that I got from a magazine? 
Why did I let the architect I hired 
for updating the building for my 
family put this modernistic flour- 
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ish on it? 

A plain white house, if it is to 
be raised to beauty (if an archi- 
tect gets ahold of a house, that’s 
going to happen) needs some em- 
bellishments. I’ve already men- 
tioned the extra-wide eaves. But 
the elevations got my architect’s 
attention, too. He broke up the 
flat surfaces in a couple of places, 
here by a two-story pop out, there 
by asecond floor bay window. The 
handsome brick chimney, also a 
projection, served to set apart the 
south elevation (but that feature 
was on the original plan.) Lat- 
er, I fitted in a Charleston-style 
portico leading to the front door. 
These and certain other details, 
by expressing the beauty inherent 
in the form, served to make the 
building something more than a 
replication of an old house, some- 
thing like what I think Wright was 
going for in a house plan, allow- 
ing the form to emerge without 
destroying the integrity of the 
core. To Wright that meant turn- 
ing away from the past completely 
to invent his new forms. To me it 
meant taking the best from a form 
of the past and building on that. 

It is no accident that, given my 
tastes, I chose to build my home 
in a town that honored its past 
and was in no hurry to succumb 
to post-industrial consumerism, 
for example, by allowing its river 
bottoms to become suburbs full of 
ranch houses devoted to the auto- 
mobile. 

Out there in the Bottoms exist 
no housing tracts, just cows, dairy 
farms and one-lane county roads 
barely wide enough for a bike and 
a car to safely pass one anoth- 
er when they meet, and then go 
on their way, perhaps in view of 
some sagging old I-farmhouse set 
back in a pasture or built right up 
to the road, standing there from 
long ago and still serving its in- 
habitants today.

hind hay bales or gates, on the Plaza or 

at the Creamery District, it just tickles 
me to the gills and gives me something to 
look forward to. 

I am aided in unfettered love by two big 
assets; I live right by the Cream- 
ery Building, so I don’t have to 
drive, and in some years, including 
this one, I get to be an Oyster Fest 
judge so I don’t have to stand in 
lines. This year, the fabulous Mer- 
edith Matthews — who does a huge 
amount of unpaid labor, along with 
Shoshanna, Jessica Silva, and no 
doubt others — let me get back be- 
yond the judges’ table, along with 
my favorite supervisor Mike Wilson, the 
indefatigable Wendy Chan of Chan’s Chi- 
nese Restaurant fame, Meredith’s mature 
and well-mannered son Sam, and another 
six or seven local folks who all share the one 
indispensable quality for the job — a love of 
oysters, and a superlative digestive system. 

At least this year we didn’t have to eat 
30 oysters at 9 a.m. This year they had the 
good sense to make the tasting go from 5 
to 8:30 p.m., aided by plenty of water, and 
sake shots for those who partake. The first 
venue was Phatsy Kline, in Eureka, and the 
first oyster contender was from the same, by 
Chef Taylor Mckraken. Small Pacific oysters 
were served raw with an heirloom tomato

and tawny port salsa, and grilled, with a chi- 
michurri, the first of several chimichurris. 

I have noticed in previous years that 
the chefs often unknowingly use the same 
styles — must be in the zeitgeist. This year 
it was chimichurri and radish microgreens. 
Lots of radish microgreens. Next 
was Gabby Long, from Taste of 
Bim, who served us the eventual 
winner for Grilled Oyster, with a 
delicious mango curry redolent 
of allspice, for that wonderful 
warm earthy Caribbean flavor. 

The famous, or infamous, 
Josh Wiley, popped up next, 
with some 5-11 oysters that fol- 
lowed his previously winning 
recipes — pickled cucumbers and shallots 
with caviar for cold, coconut lime green 
curry for grilled. Delicious although his 
previous entries with gold leaf and lobster 
were a tough act to live up to. 

Moving on to Arcata at the packed 
Septentrio Wine Bar — was I in Napa? Who 
were all these people? Ryan from Nosh 
made my favorite cold oyster, with canta- 
loupe, jicama, nasturtium, apple, maca- 
damia creme fraiche and horseradish dill 
oil. It looked as good as it tasted, and the 
presentation was exquisite. The grilled oys- 
ter, with fig and caramelized onion cream, 
grilled shallots and toasted pecans was de- 
licious, although it suffered the common

predicament of the grilled oyster — is the 
sauce the star, or the oyster? I want the 
oyster to be, or at least on equal footing. 
Top marks for flavors, though. 

Our Overall Winner was next. I worry 
we voted for more the apron than the chef - 
one of those classic naked “David” aprons, 
appropriate as our chef was named, in fact, 
David; his grilled entry, the “Surf ’n’ Turf”, 
impressed with local wagyu beef, chimich- 
urri (again) and duck yolk. The cold Uma- 
mi Tsunami, served off shell in a wine glass, 
had ponzo, mirin, soy sauce (too much), 
sriracha, quail egg and, of course, radish 
microgreens. It was fabulous. 

Chef Roberto from Nori blew all com- 


petitors' presentations out of the water 
with his knife skills, presented on boats 
with dry ice. The grilled chipotle apple ai- 
oli with radish microgreens was one of the 
standouts for me, 

Walter from Mazotti’s wowed us with 
his excellent flavor profile including home 
fermented champagne vinegar, melon, ap- 
ple, and honey, amongst other ingredients. 
His passion for food and his command of 
profanity were impressive as well. 

Oyster Fest this year was a smashing 
success, I think. There were enormous 
crowds and good oysters, a sunny day and 
lots of music. Let’s just hope that COVID 
and non-vaccinators stayed home!

Despite having prepaid, it took forever 
to gain entrance. At one time, one of the 
volunteers started yelling about two lines 
(there was no signage of course) and he 
started taking cash. 


There were tokens for alcohol but — just 
to rub in the organizational ineptitude, 
nothing to indicate that it wasn’t a token 
per beverage. Nothing to say what you get 
for your $5 per token. Out of the five of us, 
only my wife got a bevvie ’cos she had wine 
and found the hidden wine bar — it was $11 
— not one token, not two tokens, but fortu- 
nately she had cash. Why have tokens if the 
bars accept cash? Why not post the rules? 


The main beer tent was complete chaos. 
I don’t know how many lines there were 
but the lines were snaking this way and 
that and no one in line knew which line 
they were in. If you found the end of a line, 
you were lucky. The only way to find the 
end of a line was to start at the front and 
work your way back. An hour and a half to 
get a beer? We left unsatisfied. 


The music sounded good, but you can’t 
enjoy it ’cos you’re waiting in line for a beer. 

Don’t get us started on the food (of 
which we had none). Lines, lines, nothing 
but lines. 


When we did get a beer, at a brew pub, 
we met a couple of guys who said it was the 
same last year. How can people this incom- 
petent be allowed to put on a festival? 


Of course, we won't be back.

Clear guidelines needed

SCOTUS, Putinized 


The Supreme Court just made a ruling 
that negates Roe v. Wade and turns the 
matter of abortion back to the states. What 
has been accepted as the law of the land for 
nearly 50 years has been overturned. 

What we have here is akin to Vladimir 
Putin’s attack on Ukraine where the Su- 
preme Court serves as Putin and women’s 
bodies represent Ukraine. 

Putin decided that Ukraine should not 
have the political freedom it has enjoyed 
since the dissolution of the USSR in 1991. 
He sought a return to a more repressive 
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Russian rule over Ukraine and so attacked 
in February.

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Trinidad makes budget choices, hosts peaceful pirates 


lhe City of Trinidad budget 

| was the sole agenda item 

for the June 28 Council 

meeting, held in person in the 
Town Hall. 

Resolution 2022-11 to adopt 
the fiscal year 2023 budget for 
the City of Trinidad was unani- 
mously approved by Mayor Lad- 
wig, and Council Members West, 
Tuttle and Kelly, who joined the 
meeting remotely while away on 
holiday. City Clerk Gabriel Adams 
presented a clear and 
detailed 18-page report 
on City estimated reve- 
nue ($765,550) and ex- 
penses ($792,122) for 
2023. 

Clerk Adams and 
City Manager Eli Naf- 
fah emphasized that 
the 2023 Budget draft 
aims to provide transi- 
tional stability for the 
turbulence experienced last year. 
It is a "working draft" that will 
need adjustments as the year pro- 
gresses but accurately reflects the 
desires of the community based 
on priorities set by the Council. 

Adams gave detailed reports 
on the General Fund (adminis- 
tration, public works, police and 
fire); Restricted Funds (water and 
cemetery); and special revenues 
(gas tax, transportation, and a 
COPS grant). 

It is unusual for the City's re- 
serve funds (estimated at $1.1 
million) having to be tapped, but 
Adams explained that 2023 will 
be a year to use some reserves 
due to a number of changes that 
the City has been anticipating, in- 
cluding the Verizon exit of the cell 
facility lease on Trinidad Head; 
the reduction of occupancy tax- 
es due to fewer STR (short-term 
rental) licenses issued; Measure 
Z funding not being available for 
additional law enforcement cov- 
erage; the Harbor area being in 
line with the Bureau of Indian Af- 
fairs to convert to Federal Trust

status; increased State and Fed- 
eral mandates and regulations; 
emergency repairs to fragile in- 
frastructure (coastal bluffs, roads, 
etc.), and staffing increases to im- 
prove the quality of services pro- 
vided to the community (Anton 
Souza and Jennifer Hakenen are 
proving to be capable and effec- 
tive staff members), and balance 
the impacts that visitors have on 
the City. 

Adams said that staff has main- 
tained a budget strategy 
of keeping revenue ex- 
pectations modest and 
expenditures generous. 
The budget predicts a 
slight deficit this year, 
but there are several 
revenue sources that 
have been under-antic- 
ipated and if revenue 
sources exceed expec- 
tations, the budget will 
balance by year-end 2023. 

Principal concerns discussed 
were water system improvements 
(there is a 47 percent water loss 
due to leaks) and public safety 
due to County Sheriff Office's suf- 
fering from a depletion of depu- 
ties (private security is listed in 
the 2023 budget). 

There were only four people in 
the audience, including Grant Ad- 
ministrator Rebecca Price-Hall, 
who was given high marks for her 
work obtaining nine grants, main- 
ly related to water and stormwater 
improvements, and Paula Levine, 
a member of the water resilience 
committee, who spoke remotely. 

During the meeting, past pub- 
lic works directors Noel Pon- 
niak, Bryan Buckman and Ryan 
DeSmet were highly praised for 
their tireless work on the City 
water system, which is now being 
administered by consultants from 
away while a qualified local water 
master is sought. 

Paul Rosenblatt, who used to 
work for the City, is in charge of 
the Westhaven Water District.
